Prof. Pel lew has a paper in the Pop­ 
ular Science Monthly from which wo 
collate a few interesting fact« on this 
subject: 
The fumous "Gin Law.” passed in 
1730, is interesting us the first severe 
blow at liquor dealing among civilized 


The almost sensational announce­ 
ment is made that Prof. 
Ebert of 
Halle, Germany , has discovered, in 
connection with tin1 Roentgen ray , a 
means of producing abundant light 
without heat at a fabulously small 
cost, say s the Ottawa Free Trader. 
By impinging cathode ray s upon a 
mica mantle 
painted with sulphuric 
acid, a very strong greenish white 
light wa- produced. 
According to a 
d iscription the lamp appears to per­ 
mit a complete conversion of the elec 
trie current into light, the thermal 
ray s which absorb so much electric 
energy being in this case entirely ab­ 
sent and the light being without heat. 
The professor calculates 
that 
one 
horse power would bo sufficient to pro­ 
duce 46,000,000 lamps of 16 candle pow­ 
er each, while at present it produces 
only thirteen and one-half lamps of 
that power, owing to the use of elec­ 
tric energy in the thermal ray s. 
The professor seems to bo confident 
that it is a question of but a very short 
time when such a practical application 
of his discovery will be reached tin t 
cities, towns, and houses

Any effort 011 the part of republicans, 
at the present time, towards true bi­ 
metallism appears to be a thorn in the 
side of a silverite. an d for that reason 
the po poor a tie editors are devotin g 
much ot their invaluable time in abus­ 
ing Senator Wolcott of Colorado, one 
of the American 
bimetal 
commis­ 
sioners sent abroad. 
He is makin g an 
effort toward in ternational 
bimetal­ 
lism, the only possible way in 
which 
the system can bo established on a 
perman en t basis, and the opposition to 
his efforts on the part ot free silver- 
ites is-so bitter as to indicate that they 
have fear of his success. 
However,the 
opposition is n atural. 
Return of pros­ 
perous times, such as we had un der the 
McKinley 'tariff law. 
would be not 
much more destructive to the free sil­ 
ver party than success in in tern ation al 
bimetallic negotiations. 
The Peoria 
Journ al, the most able of the free sil­ 
ver newspapers, ha- a two column edi­ 
torial ridiculing Sen ator Wolcott and 
his efforts in the direction indicated 
above. 
T he most absurd of the .lour- 
nal'r^ arg u m en ts appears in its opening 
lines: 
“ The object for which Sen ator Wol­ 
cott is crin gin g to the Paris and Lon­ 
don ban kers is one which, if attain ed, 
would virtually extin guish the inde­ 
pendence of the United States. 
Uni­ 
versal money without universal gov­ 
ern men t is physically impossible. 
To 
seek for universal money, to n egotiate 
or seek to n egotiate a treaty stipulat­ 
ing for a common money with any o th ­ 
er- state, is an act of treason ,” etc. 
And such is the sort of swash th a t 
the most intelligen t of the free silver 
editors dishes up to his readers. 
How 
Sen ator Wolcott’s efforts in Europe 
can be considered in the line of “crin g­ 
ing to Paris and London ban kers” can 
be understood only by an editor who 
believes that the United States govern ­ 
men t can by an act of congress estab­ 
lish the price of silver throughout the 
world. 
T h a t Mr. 
Wolcott does not 
reallv become a traitor the Journ al is 
free to confess. 
A kind concession! 
The editor contends th a t “ the law of 
supply and demand does not apply to 
gold and silver” and in the same tdi- 
torial has this to say in direct con tra­ 
diction of thita statemen t: 
“ It is q uite evident t h a t if, 
for ex­ 
ample all the Bank of England notes 
were withdrawn from circulation, the 
value of each gold sovereign would be 
at once enhan ced. 
If this be admitted 
it follows that 
theavalue of the gold 
sovereign in England depends—apa rt 
from other con sideration s—upon the 
q uan tity and proportion of paper notes 
in circulation in En glan d.” 
And thus it is that the free silverite 
falls over his own stumblin g block. 
The only reason th a t the withdrawal 
of bank notes would en han ce “ gold sov­ 
ereign s” is the simple fact th a t there 
would be a g re ater deman d for gold. 
So, by the journ al’s own argum en t the 
value of gold is regulated .by deman d 
and supply. 
This is all there is to this 
money q uestion. 
However, T h e T el ­ 


eg r a p h does not agree with the cal­ 
amity howlers th a t there has been an 
in crease in the value of gold. 
There 
is not the slighest evidence of such ap­ 
preciation durin g the presen t gen era­ 
tion. 
Silver has depreciated on ac­ 
count of over production. 
The discov­ 
ery of silver by the carload in the 
moun tains caused a greater supply 
than the business of the world deman d­ 
ed and the white metal became a drug 
on the market. 
Uncle Sam undertook 
to assist the western min ers by c r e a t­ 
ing a deman d for silver, but the pur­ 
chase of four and a half million ounces 
mon thly would not preven t the glut 
and .-diver went down. 
There is today 
about three hundred million ounces 
more silver coined in this country than 
business req uires, and th a t sort of 
money is idle in the govern men t and 
ban k vaults. 
W ith this well known 
fact the Peoria Journ al repeats the ab­ 
surdity th a t “ The law of supply and 
deman d is as little applicable to the 
precious metalf as th a t of cost of pro­ 
duction.” 
Does the Journ al believe that if it 
cost as much now to produce an ounce 
of silver as it did fifty years ago, silver 
being as scarce as then, or before the 
Cumstoek lode an d other easily worki d 
immense deposits were discovered, th a t 
silver could by any law have been re­ 
duced in value as it has fallen in the 
past two or three decades? Certainly, 
the editor of the .Journal would not of­ 
fer such a proposition. 
Still, th a t is 
the logical conclusion of this -staple 
free silver argumen t, that, the price of 
silver is not regulated by supply and 
demand, as are all other commodities. 
T he editor says: 
“ Money is a m ea— 
ure of value, and like all other meas­ 
ures, if it is to measure eq uitably, it 
must be limited artificially.” 
Exactly. 
Now, 
would the free and 
unlimited coinage of silver into silver 
dollars worth only forty-seven cents, 
the price of silver this week in the 
markets of the world, 
be what you 
mean by using a “ measure of value” 
“ eq uitably” in an “ artificially limited” 
man n er? 
Does not the editor down on the Illi­ 
nois river un derstand th at Sen ator 
Wolcott’s efforts are all iD the direc­ 
tion of havin g the ; money j measure of 
value, like all other measures, meas­ 
ure eq uitably, not only in this country, 
but throughout the world? 
T h a t the 
“ m easure” might be “ limited artific­ 
ially'’ was the reason, we presume, th a t 
Jefferson and 
Jackson, 
“ gold bug'* 
presidents, limited the coinage of sil­ 
ver. 
T h a t is, according to the free 
silver idea, the committin g of gre at 
crimes like th a t of 1873. 


Hop. Brigham and company, fisher­ 
men, have thoughtfully suggested to 
City Marshal Woodyatt that they could 
now draw their seins in Rock River 
legally and not resort to any pretext of 
fishing for a lost gun because to do so 
would be according to law, the fish law 
havin g been annulled by a decision of 
thecourt. In Sterlin g an d Dixon papers 
they read th a t “ Judge Grosscup had 
ren dered an opinion in Chicago re­ 
cently, concerning the obstruction of 
liock river by the Moline bridge and 
he holds that the river is navigable 
and that the bridge must be removtd

In case the decision holds 
good the river can be used for seining, 
according to the new fish law,” say the 
editors.

Indeed it is not. 
A river may be de­ 
clared n avigable a thousan d miles or 
so 
from its mouth with 
rio t water 
enough for a canoe above a certain 
point. 
A few miles of Rock river from 
its mouth to the point where the canal 
strikes it the govern men t has, 
by 
spendin g a largo amoun t of money, 
made the stream navigable, and per­ 
haps our professional fishermen could 
at that point swipe the lisli with their 
seins without molestation, but they hud 
better not test the law again st illegal 
fishing about Dixon and Sterlin g, 
for 
trouble would certain ly result.

As they rod*? together toward 
the road which my friend was seeking 
the Boer recounted with grateful satis­ 
faction the many good deeds performed 
b y the elder Bindley, hut of them all 
the b est to him was that represented b y 
;t sound thrashing he had one** received 
at the hands of this venerab le mission- 
*ry. For it appeared that this particular 
Boer in his youth had b een sent to a 
school ta ught 
b y Bindley; 
that 
the 
D utchm an was noted for his size and 
strength and had b ragged of his capac­ 
ity to down the tea*-her, and had 
a c t u­ 
ally sought the opportunity b y refusing 
ob e d i e n c e . But lie soon learned tfiat ho 
had made a gross mistake, for this pa r­ 
ticular missionary was also a noted a t h­ 
lete and gave him su* h a hiding w ith a 
hullo* k w hip that the young giant roar­ 
ed for mercy b efore the whole school.

THE EXTORTED KISS. 


To the north of Europe, at the en- 
rance of the gulf of the Baltic sea, 
tands a city resembling in its site “ the 
jueen of the A driatic.” 
This second 
Venice is known by the name of Stock­ 
holm , where in former days reigned two 
- >f the widest and bt st of monarchs, by 
lame Gustav us the Great. The first, be­ 
cause of his patriotism, skill and gen­ 
us, had rescued his country from the 
ubjugation of the Dane, and the sec- 
» nd, by his indomitable energy and 
Military knowledge, had exalted her to 
he first rank among tin* nations of the 
Vorld. 
T he latter dying in 1643, the 
row« d* v olv ed 
upon 
his daughter, 
phristine, then scarcely 15 years of age. 
i t was a morning of July, 1645, in 
Stockholm. 
The air was 
resounding 
pith merry ringing of bells, the roaring 
f artillery and the shouts of the popu­ 
lace, for it was the natal day of the 
outhful queen. 
Nobles, squires and 
he learned of the land had congregated 
jo pay their homage to their youthful
